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Applicant's argument: On pages 5 and 6 of the Remarks (in Amendment After Final dated 12/6/2006), "Applicant respectfully submits that 
the Examiner's argument regarding claim 1 is using hindsight... The conception of the claimed invention is that at the mid-point of the 
rotational twist, the direction of liquid crystal directors coincide with an offset viewing direction of the liquid crystal display in order to solve 
the problem of the claimed invention. This is not taught nor suggested in any of the cited documents." 

Examiner's answer:* Referring to the rejection/argument in Final Office Action (pages 4 and 10), besides the reference by Paukshto (col. 2, 
lines 3-13) has met the structure of the invention, the result of having direction of liquid crystal directors coinciding with an off-normal 
viewing direction of the liquid crystal display at the mid-point of the rotational twist when a voltage applied to the liquid crystal to achieve a 
maximum image contrast in the off-normal viewing direction would be inherently in twisted nematic liquid crystal display device. There is 
no hindsight using for the previous rejection. The result, that Paukshto's device (reference) would achieve, would be inherently in twisted 
nematic liquid crystal display device. 
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
